2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-60 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest methods of 
producing a human-like glycoprotein in nonhuman eukaryotic host cell comprising diminishing or depleting the activity of one or 
more enzymes that transfers a sugar residue to 1,6 arm of a lipid linked oligosaccharide structure, host cells produced by the method, 
a nucleic acid molecule having at least 45 consecutive nucleotide residues of figure 6, vectors and cells comprising the residues, 
methods to enhance the degree of glucosylation of lipid-marked oligosaccharides, methods for producing in non-m a mm a lian cell an 
immunoglobulin peptide having an N-glycan comprising a bisecting GlcNAC, a non m amma lian host cell producing the 
immunoglobulin, a method for producing human-like glycoprotein in a non hu man eukaryotic host cell or a method for producing a 
human-like glycoprotein having an N-glycan comprising at least two GlcNAcs attached to a trimannose core. 



Claims 1-60 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
